RELATING TO LAND TAX. 


Federal Judge Campbell Holds In­ 
alienable Land Non-Taxahle. 


Muskogee, Okla., Jan. IO.—Four im­ 
portant decision involving the right 
of the state to tax certain classes of 
Indian lands and sell the lands for 
taxes, were handed down by Federal 
Judge Ralph Campbell Tuesday after­ 
noon in suits that were brought at 
the ■ instance of the federal govern­ 
ment and demurred to by the coun­ 
ty asse 
j t s . The decisions apply to 
the Creek, Choctaw and Chickasaw 
nations. In each instance on^* decision 
covers 1908 taxes and th!i other 1909 
taxes. 
The court holds that no land that 
is not alienable can be subject to 
taxation and that in all the five civ­ 
ilized tribes the' homesteads of all 
j Indian allottees of one-half or more 
Indian blood, or of such allottees' de­ 
ceased who have children surviving 
J who were born subsequent to March 
j 4, 1906, are inalienable and non-tax- 
I able.

The. government will not appeal 
j from the decisions and it is doubt­ 
ful if the state will.

authors of a new sta-e banking act 
which proposes material changes to 
the bank guaranty law of the First 
and Second legislatures, and in part 
meets the wishes of some of the bank­ 
ers, and is said tc* have their in­ 
dorsement. The board is reduced to 
three m crab,’s, the governor end two 
to be named by him, each additional 
member being of different political 
faith, with the requirement that they 
have had at least fiw years’ actual 
experience. 
Each bank is to be required to pay 
an annual assessm ent of one-twen­ 
tieth of I per cent, based upon their 
average daily deposits for the past 
year, which goes ta the guaranty fund 
until the total fund equals £ per cent 
of the aggregate deposits in all guar­ 
anteed banks. 
In case of depletion of the fund, 
a special assessment of I per cent is I 
made and if there is insufficient mop- j 
ey in the fund to pay all depositors 
in case of a failure, the State Bank­ 
ing Board is to issue 4 per cent de­ 
ficiency certificates. 
<If a failed bank can pay all lia­ 
bilities within four months, then It i3 
permitted to reopen for business, oth­ 
erwise it must be completely liqui­ 
dated, and if voluntary liquidation is I 
assumed, 30 per cent of the money it 
has paid to the state guaranty fund 
Is returned, the remaining 20 per cent 
being diverted into the state Treas­ 
ury. 
The state fund is to be deposited 
with the state treasurer, rat ail sub­ 
sequent assessm ents are to be re­ 
tained by the barks making payments 
as the proposed act is that no depos­ 
it otherwise secured shall be pro­ 
tected by the 
depositors’ 
guaranty 
fund. 
The bill is not wholly in li^e with 
the recommendations made by Gov. 
Crane but it is believed he would 
agree to its term s if approved by 
both houses. 
The governor’s policy in viewing 
the legislature 
as 
an 
indep* ndent 
branch of the governmc t, as recent­ 
ly announced, is merely to recom­ 
mend legislation with no attem pt to 
dictate the details, and while willing 
to confer freely with the members 
as to the terms, the burden qf good 
or bad laws must rest with them.

banking 
laws, Senator E. C. Hols has given 
notice that he would reintroduce his 
bill of the Second Legislature re­ 
quiring that all public moneys be 
deposited in guaranteed banks. This 
would only go to funds controlled by 
the state laws, including, however, ev­ 
erything from the township to the 
state. 
The bill ele ctively eliminates 
national banks upon the theory, the 
senator says, that if the guaranty 
law is good for the individual de­ 
positor, it is good for the state. 
The bill met defeat in the Second 
legislature because it was accepted 
as being a discrimination against Na­ 
tional banks.
